the thieeds of ſilke in «174654 , 02 as the Palme trets on 
the mount Liban many pecres had made furrows in his 
face, where experience ſate and ſeemed to tel fozth ozacies:

uered his inward heart, that che old Hermit ſeemed in the 
wozlda reſolute deſpiſer of the woldiil and ing a while and 
wondzing at this olde man, at laſt al reuerence doone that 
bis peeres did require, 02 my youth was bound vnto, after 
ſalutatids J queſtioned him of the oꝛder of his life, who an- 
ſweredme with ſuch curteſie and humilitie as I percetued

Citizens,tchat the richeſt Parchant 02 graueſt Burghmas

Lechough the nature of a father, and the duetit of a 
childe might mooue me reſolutely to rciect thy let · 
ters. yet I receyuedthem,fo2 that thou art Franciſ- 


co and I 1fabell , who were once pyiuate in affection, as 
now we are diſtant in places. But know,mp father, whole 
com - 
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commannd to me is a law of conſtraint, ſettes downe this 
cenſure, that loue without wealth is like co a Cedar tree 
without frutt, oz to cone ſowen in the ſands that wither» 
eth fo want of moiſture : and J haue reaſon Franceſco ta 
deeme of ſnow by the whiceneſſe , and of trees by the bloſ. 
ſoms . The olde man whoſe wozdes are Ozacles cells me 
that lone that entrech in a moment, flieth out in a minute, 
that mens affeaions is like che deawe vpon a chziftall, 
which no ſooner lighteth on, but it leapeth off: their eyes 
with tuery glaunce make a newe choice, and cucrplooke 
can commaunde a ſich, hauing their heartes like Saltpe- 
ter, that ficreth at che firſt, and pet pzooucth but a flaſh, 
their thoughts r2aching as high as Cedars, but as bzitele 
as rods that bzeake with euerp blaſt : had Car hage bt tut 
bereft of ſo famous a Virago:if the beaut:ous Troian had 
beene as conſtant as be was comely Had the Qucene of 
Poetry beene pinched with ſo many paſſions, il the wan- 
ton Ferriman had becne as faithfull as he was faire, No 
Franceſco, and thett t ſeting thebzigheeRbloſſoms are 
peſired with moſt caterpillers , the ſweeteſt Roſes wyth 
the ſharpeſt pyickes, the faireft Cambyickes with che 
fowleſt Najnes, and men with the bet p2oporcion , baue 
common!p leaſt perfeaion . I map feare to ſwallowe the 
Looke, Icaſt J finde moe bane in the confection , than 
pleaſure in the baite.

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ſtands by, 0) fill my letter full of needleſſe ambages when 
mpfatherlike Argos ſctteth a hundzed ties to ouerppy my 
actions , while J am waiting thy mefſenger ſtands at the 
dooze pzaping. Therefoze leaſt I ſhoulde holde her coo 
long in her oziſons, 02 keepe the pooze man too long in ſuſ- 
pencezt hus bziefly, Be vpon Thurſdapnexe at night hard 
by the Ozchardvnder the greateſt Dake, where expect mp 
comming ,and pzouide foz our ſafe paſſage : foz ſod all the 
wozlde on the one ſide, and thou on the other, Franceſco 
Gould be my guide to dit ta me whither hee pleaſed. Faile 
not then, vnleſſe thou bee falſe to her that would haue life

S ſone as wee had diſpaccht her letter (hee came 
downe, and delinered the letter folded infozme of a 
paſpoꝛt to the meſſenger, giuing her after her accu- 
ſtomed manner an almes , and cloſely clapt her in the fifk 
with a bzace of Angelles , the woman thanking ber good 
Faifer,and her groodmiſtrefſe, gtuing the houſe her beni · 
ſon,hied her backe againt to Franceſco, whi He found ſit · 
ting ſollitarp in his chamber: no ſooner did he ſpte hir, but 
flinging out of his chaite, he changed coulout as a man in 
a doubtfull extaſie what ſhould betide: pet tonccyuing 
good hope by her countcuaunce, who ſmiled mote at the 
remembzance ot her te warde than at any other conceit, he 
tooke the letter and read it, wherein be found his humour 
ſo fitted, that he not only thanked the meſſengcr, but gaue 
her allthe money in his purſe, ſo that ſhe returned ſo high- 
ly gratified, as neuer afcer ſhe was founde to exerciſe het 
old occupation.

as giuing loue her due; c onſtant, as holding Loyaltie moze 
pzetious than life;as hardly to be dzawen from vnited affe. 
tion, as the Salamanders fro the caucrng of . Tuſh 
quoth Franceſco, what ſhould I ſap they be women ? and 
therefoze the continents of all excellence, In this pleaſanc 
humour he paſſed away the time, not lacking his buſineſſe 
fo2 pzouiſion ag atuſt thurſdap at nighe; to the care of which 
affaires let vs ltaut him and returne tolſabell, who after 
thee hadſent her letter fell into a great dumpe, entring in. 
to the tonſidtration of mens inconſtancie, and of the fickle: 
neſſe of their fancics , but all cheſe meditations did ſoꝛt to

iſe beaturs: pet at laſt, as extremities ſearch very farre, he 
calde to minde that he was a ſcholler, and that although in 
theſe daies Arte wanted honoz, and learning lackt his due, 
yet good letters were not bzought co ſo lowe an ebbe, but 
that there migh: ſome pꝛoſite ariſeby them to pꝛocurt his 
maintenance. In this humour he fell in amongſt a compa- 
nie of Players, who perſwaded him to trie his wit in mi. 
ting of Comedics, Tragcdies, 02 Paſlozals, and if be could 
perfozme aay thing woꝛth the Rage, then they would large · 
liereward him fo2 his paines. Franceſco gladof this mo. 
tion, ſceing a meanes to mitigate þ extremitie of his want, 
thought it no diſhonoz to make gaine of his wit, oz to get 
p2ofite by his pen: and therefoze getting him home to bis 
chamber wit a Comedie,which ſo generallp pleaſed all the 
audience, that happie were thoſe Aco2s in ſhozt time that 
could get any of his wozkes, he grewe lo exquilite in that 
kacultie, By this meancs his want was releeued, his credit 
in his hoſts houſe, recouered his apparell in greater byaue- 
rie then it was, and his purſe well lined with Crownes.

rience, The inueution of Comedies were firlk found a+ 
mongſt the Greekes,and pꝛactiſed at Athens: ſome thinke 
by Menander whom T erence ſo highlie conments in his 
Heautonti morumenon. The reaſon was, that vnder the 
touert of ſuch pleaſant and Comicall cucats,they 2pmcd ac 
the ouerthzowe of many vanities that then raigned in the 
Citie : foz therein they painted out in the perſons the courſe 
of the wozld, how ctcher it was grared with honoz, oz dil 
credited with vices ; There might pou ſte leueld aut the 
vaine life that boall ing Thraſcs vſe, ſmoothed vp with the 
ſelfe concept 6ftheir owne excellence; the miſerable eſtate 
of couetous parents, that rather let their ſonnes taſt of any 
miſfe2tunes, than to releeve them with the ſuperfluitie of 
their wealth : che pourtraiture of paraſiticall friends and 
flattering Gnatos that only are time pleaſcrs and trencher 
friends, which ſoo!h poug Gentlemen fubtellie in chair lol ⸗ 
les, as long as they may: Ex corum ſullo vinere was (et 
out in lively colours. In thoſe Comedics the abuſe of 
Bawdes that made ſale of honeſt virgins, and liucdby che 
ſpoyle of womens honozs, was deeply diſrouered, To be 
ſhozt, Lecherie, Couetouſneſſe, Pyide, ſelfe-loue, diſobe⸗ 
dience of parents, and ſuch vices pytdominaat both in age 
and youth were ſhot at, not onely with examples and in- 
ſtances to feede the eye, but with golden ſentences of mo · 
ral! wozks to pleaſe the eare, Thus did Mcnander win hos | 
noʒ in Greece with his works, e rectaime both old g yo 
fox their vanities bp þ pleaſant effects of his Comedies. A

by Plantus, Terence, and other chat excelled in this quali- 
tie, all apining as Mcnandcr did in all their wozkes to ſups 
pꝛeſſe vice and aduanee vertue. Now, ſo bighlie were Co- 
medies eſteemed in thaſe daies, that men ofgreat honoz and 
raue account were the Aco2s, the Senate-aud the Con- 
uls continuallie pzeſent, as audita2s at all ſuch ſpozts, re. 
warding the Authoz with rich rewards, accozding tothe ex- 
cellencie of the Comedie. Thus continued this facultie 
famous, till couttouſneſſe crept into the qualitie, and that 
meane men greedie of gaines did fall to pzaciſe the acting 
of ſuch Plapes, and in the Theater pzeſented their Cos 
medies but to ſuch onely, as rewarded them well fo; their 
aines : when thus Comedians grewe to bee mercinaries, 
en men of accompt left co pꝛaaiſe ſuch paſtimes, and dil⸗ 
dahned to have their honoꝛs blemiſht with the Raine of ſuch 
ſe and vile gaines]: in ſo much that both Comedies any 
ragedies grew to leſſe accompt in Rome in that the free 
light of ſuch ſpoꝛts was taken away by couetous deſires: 
pet the people ( who are delighted with ſuch novelties and 
paſfimes) made great reſo2t, paide largely, and highly aps 
plauded their doings, in ſo much that the Actozs by conti⸗ 
nuall vſe grewe not onelp excellent , but rich and inſo⸗ 
lent, Amongft whome in the dates of Tully one Roſems 
grewe to be of ſuch exquiſit perfection in his facultie, that 
be offered to contend with the Dꝛatoꝛs of that time in ge⸗ 
ture, as they did in eloquence ; boaſting that he could ex« 
pꝛeſſe a paſſion in as many ſundꝛie actions, as Tully could 
diſcourſe it in varietie of phꝛaſes: yea ſo ode he grewe 
by the daylie applauſe of people, that he laked fo2 honour 
and renerence to bee done him in the ſtreetes : which ſelle 
conceipt when Tully entredinto with apearcing inſight,he
